Lawyers for one of Jerry San- 
dusky’s adopted sons said the 
man has told authorities the for- 
mer Penn State assistant football 
coach abused him. 

The lawyers issued a statement 
Thursday naming Matt Sandusky, 
one of Jerry Sandusky’s six adopt- 
ed children, and saying that the 
33 -year- old had been prepared to 
testify on behalf of prosecutors at 
his father’s sex abuse trial. 

“During the trial. Matt San- 
dusky contacted us and request- 
ed our advice and assistance in 
arranging a meeting with prosecu- 
tors to disclose for the first time in 
this case that he is a victim of Jerry 
Sandusky’s abuse,” Andrew Shubin 
and Justine Andronici wrote in the 
statement. 

The statement was issued after 
jurors in the ex-coach’s child sex 
abuse trial began deliberating 48 
charges against him. The jurors are

Backstory

Supreme Court Rejects FCC Fines

Broadcasters anticipating a major 
constitutional ruling on the gov- 
ernment’s authority to regulate 
what can be shown and said on 
the airwaves instead won only the 
smallest of Supreme Court victo- 
ries Thursday.

Syria’s Rebels Struggle for Unity

A Syrian fighter pilot on a training mission flew his MiG-21 warplane to 
neighboring Jordan, where he was given asylum Thursday in a defection from 
the fiercely loyal air force that signals some of the most ironclad allegiances 
in Damascus could be fraying. Syria immediately denounced the pilot as a trai- 
tor. The brazen move was a clear triumph for the rebels fighting to overthrow 
President Bashar Assad and was the first defection by an air force officer with 
his plane since the uprising began in March 2011. (ap)

During two weeks in Syria, 


three Associated Press journalists 
counted more than 20 rebel groups, 
with an 3 rwhere from fewer than 100 
to more than 1,000 fighters each. 
While all share a hatred of Presi- 
dent Bashar Assad’s regime, their 
unity stops there. 

This comes at a time when 
efforts to end 15 months of strife in 


Syria are collapsing, and the rebel 
movement has taken the lead in the 
struggle against Assad. 

But Syria’s army retains a 
chokehold on many towns and 
cities with tanks, helicopters and 
heavy artillery, which the rebels’ 
current arms can’t challenge. 

Some countries have talked of 
boosting the rebels’ capabilities, 
and U.S. officials have said that 
U.S. operatives are determining 
which groups should receive arms 
from other Arab nations. 

“If we get military aid, the end 
will come quickly,” said Ahmed 
Abdel-Qader, a rebel coordinator. 
“If not, we have no idea how this 
will end. We are here. We’re not

Trade Secrets 


A month after Veronica Davis got her driver’s 
license at the age of 17, her parents gave her a 1996 
Dodge Neon. Five years later, she bought herself a 
2001 Toyota Camry she named “Platinum Whip" 

— “Platinum" for short. “We've been through thick 
and thin together," says Davis, wistfully recalling 
the road trips, the accidents and the vast number 
of parking tickets. 


Last Saturday, the 33-year-old Hill- 
crest resident said goodbye to Plat- 
inum for good, and she won’t be 
replacing her wheels with a new car. 
Davis recently became the first local 
winner of the New Belgium Brew- 
ing Co.’s Tour de Fat contest. The 
main rule: Promise to hand over 
your car, title and keys in exchange 
for a $2,250 stipend to buy a bike 
that you’ll use instead. 


Riding around on two wheels 
isn’t exactly foreign to Davis, who 
last year founded Black Women 
Bike D.C., a group that now boasts 
530 members. The fastest way for 
her to get to her office in Anacostia 
is to bike, she’s been an avid user 
of the Capital Bikeshare program 
and she’s lobbied hard to get bike 
racks in her neighborhood. As a 
civil engineer who co-ovms the sus- 


tainability consulting firm Nspire 
Green, it’s essentially her job to be 
a cycling expert. “What I do pro- 
fessionally is think about how peo- 
ple move,” she says. 

That doesn’t 
mean the switch is 
going to prove easy 
for someone who 
recognizes that she’s 
always had a car as a 
crutch. “The biggest 
challenge is going 
to be the hills. I live 
on a hill on top of a 
hill,” Davis says. Although she’s 
allowed to rely on public transpor- 
tation as part of the deal, it’s often 
not a good option if she’s traveling 
to spots in Wards 4, 7 and 8. 

Part of the reason Davis entered 
the contest was to prove that liv- 
ing car-free is possible east of 
the Anacostia River, but she also 
wants to highlight the obstacles 
that prevent her neighbors from 
making that choice. A transpor- 
tation system that’s designed to 
move people from the edges of 
the city to downtown doesn’t do 
much for folks who are just try- 
ing to get around their neighbor- 
hoods, she says. 

Davis hopes whichever bike 
she winds up choosing can handle 
the terrain better than her current 
hand-me-down with a busted back 
wheel. She’s still deciding what to 
spend the cash on — maybe a Pash- 
ley, a classic beauty, or perhaps a 
Brompton. “That would allow me 
to be multimodal,” Davis notes, 
since she’d be able to take a fold- 
ing bike with her on the Metro at 
all hours. 

And she’s going to try not 
to think about poor Platinum, 
which she took for one final spin 
on Sunday. “I wanted to burn the 
gas I’d paid for,” Davis says. “I’m 
that cheap.”

3 Years Later, Safety Problems Persist 


Efforts after Metro’s 
deadliest crash ever 
didn’t end accidents 

Transportation 

In the three years since Metro’s 
deadliest crash, the transit authori- 
ty that operates the rail system has 
doubled its staff of safety experts, 
improved its train-detection systems 
and begun the process of replacing 


some of the oldest cars in its fleet. 
Still, the authority has struggled 
with a series of safety problems. 

In recent months, a Blue Line 
train derailed in Rosslyn, a Metro 
mechanic was seriously injured 
after being struck by a train in a 
maintenance yard and the doors of 
a moving Red Line train opened 
unexpectedly. A passenger trying to 
help a heart attack victim in April 
found that a station’s defibrilla- 
tor didn’t work. Internal reports 


unearthed by the media this month 
show the agency ignored inspec- 
tors’ repeated warnings about inac- 
cessible emergency exits. 

On Wednesday, for the third 
time since December, Metro report- 
ed that a “friction ring” — part of 
the brake system — had fallen off 
a rail car. 

Overall, Metro watchdog groups 
and public officials say Metro is 
safer than it was on June 22, 2009, 
when nine people died and dozens

What to Do in the Meantime? 

Don’t push too hard. Go inside to cooL off frequently as your body adjusts. 
Stay adequately hydrated (but not overhydrated), as recent studies have 
shown that dehydration can override all heat adaptations. And think cool: 
A 2011 study found that cyclists who thought the temperature was cooler 
than it was were able to pedal longer. 


A blazing summer sets 
in, but your discomfort 
shouldn't last that long 

Why have the past few days felt so 
awful? Because our bodies’ best meth- 
ods of coping with heat haven’t been 
tested in three seasons. 

According to the National 


Weather Service, Thursday’s heat broke 
at least eight records across the U.S. 
— including Reagan National Air- 
port’s 99 degrees — as temperatures 
soared into the upper 90s for a sec- 
ond straight day. 

But if you’re slogging through your 
work or workout, you already have 
started the process of acclimatization, 
which will equip you to better with- 
stand the heat all summer. 

These changes can happen in as 
little as two weeks, according to Law- 


rence Armstrong, who has studied 
heat’s effects on the body. 

And the East Coast will likely find 
relief soon, forecasters said, as a low- 
pressure system and possible storms 
are expected to cool temperatures into 
the weekend. 

But it won’t last: The National Oce- 
anic and Atmospheric Administration 
is calling for hotter than normal tem- 
peratures for every continental state 
— except in New England — through 
September, (the Washington post/ap)

What Happens 
As You Acclimatize? 



You Turn Red: When your body hits a 
certain tennperature, your brain sends blood 
to carry heat fronn your too-warnn core to the 
skin's surface, where the heat can dissipate. 
This is why hot people Look flushed. 


Blood Supply Increases: Suddenly, 
blood that in cool weather would be carrying 
oxygen to working nnuscLes has been diverted 
to the skin, so heart and Lungs have to work 
harder to fuel the nnuscLes. The effort feels 
difficult. To fix this, the body makes more 
blood — up to 27 percent more. 


Heart Rate Decreases: Once you have 
more blood, your heart can pump more with 
each beat. Your heart rate doesn't soar as 
high during exercise. You feel better already. 


Sweating Begins Sooner: As you 

adapt, your brain turns on the waterworks 
more quickly. For instance, if you began to 
sweat when your core reached 99.5 degrees 
in cool weather, you may begin perspiring at 
99 degrees after you're acclimatized. 


Sweat Is Less Salty: Once your 
cooling system is completely revved up, what 
comes out is Less salty, because your body 
has to conserve sodium and chloride (a.k.a. 
salt) to function properly. 


Your Temperature Is Lower: Body 
temperature after acclimatization won’t soar 
as high, even during exercise. The difference 
is small (about 0.5 to 1.5 degrees), but it can 
be enough to push back heatstroke, which 
can begin at 103 to 104 degrees. Even at rest, 
your temperature will be Lower. 


You Save Carbs and Burn Fat: 



During this process, your body changes fuel, 
burning slightly more fat and dipping Less into 
quick-energy carbohydrate stores. The fat 
burn won't be enough to get rid of Last night's 
cheeseburger, but the savings in carbs might 
Let you run, cycle or work a bit Longer. 


You Exercdse More Efficiently: 

Scientists don't know why, but exercise 
economy improves with acclimatization, 
so muscles use Less oxygen for the same 
work. The brain sends Less blood to the skin 
because the body produces Less heat. Once 
the weather cools, you will Lose all these 
changes within a month. Next spring, you'll 
have to start over.

It 
depends. 

Can you hit an opposing batter on 
purpose? Sure. Sometimes. 

Is it OK for a pitcher to load up 
the baseball with strange substanc- 
es? Um. 

When is it appropriate to call him 
out on it? Hmmm. 

It’s those last few questions that have 
drawn the Washington Nationals into 
two separate morality plays this season.

The problem is that even the most sea- 
soned baseball lifers often have differ- 
ent interpretations of “the code.” 

Manager Davey Johnson, 69, first put 
on a big league uniform in 1965. General 
manager Mike Rizzo, 51, never climbed 
above the minor leagues, but as the son 
of a scout, he has been connected to the 
game since birth. 

They should know, right? 

But so should Phillies manager Char- 
lie Manuel. He’s 68. And Rays manag- 
er Joe Maddon. He’s 58. 

When Philadelphia left-hander Cole 
Hamels plunked Washington rookie 
Bryce Harper last month, for no appar- 
ent indiscretion, the code was called 
into question. Manuel said it’s how 
the game has been played for decades. 
Rizzo said no, it’s not. He called Hamels 
“fake tough.” 

When Johnson asked umpires on 


Tuesday to check the glove of Rays reliev- 
er Joel Peralta, he knew (because Peral- 
ta had once played for Washington) that 
it probably contained a whole mess of 
pine tar. Maddon said Peralta’s status as 
a former National made that privileged 
information and Johnson should have 
kept it to himself. He said it was “bush” 
and “cowardly” and then used other 
words that can’t be printed here. 

The next day, Johnson called Maddon 
“a weird wuss.” But he would not indulge 
in a debate over the mythical code. 

“My only comments to [Maddon],” 
Johnson said, “is read the rulebook.” 

To which Maddon replied: “Davey is 
right. I’m incapable of reading the rule- 
book. And there’s also reading between 
the lines in some situations that needs 
to be looked at, too. He’s been around 
long enough. He knows. He knows bet- 
ter than that.” 

Peralta has been suspended eight 
games. He appealed, and can continue 
to play until the process is complete. 

There may never be agreement on 
matters such as Washington’s two flare- 
ups this year, though perhaps that’s the 
beauty of a game whose unfathomable 
intricacies can reduce a bunch of old 
baseball guys to adolescent name-call- 
ing.

Ronaldo hit the post twice, 
then finally delivered. He headed 
a cross by Joao Moutinho straight 
at the ground and up past the flail- 
ing hands of Czech Republic goal- 
keeper Petr Cech. 

This was Ronaldo’s third goal 
in two games and it rewarded the 
Portuguese for the relentless pres- 
sure they applied all match. 


Portugal will play Spain 
or France in the semifinals in 
Donetsk, Ukraine, on Wednes- 
day. It is one victory from its sec- 
ond European Championship final 
in eight years. 


Ronaldo already provided some 
leadership and two goals to get 
past the Netherlands in group 
play, and his encore Thursday 
was huge. 

His goal finally punished the 


tactics of the Czechs, who had 
parked most of their players in front 
of Cech for much of the game. 

The strategy worked for a while. 
In first-half injury time, Ronaldo 
deadened a cross from Raul Meire- 
les on his chest, turned and with 
two touches set up a right-foot 
shot that had Cech beaten before it 
crashed against the near post. 

In the 49th, Ronaldo again 
clipped the post on a free kick from 
25 yards out. 

By then, Ronaldo had hit the 
post four times in two games. When 
he finally scored and was mobbed 
by teammates, he went over to the 
TV camera with a beaming smile 
and offered a victory kiss. 

“The Czechs didn’t have a 
single chance,” Ronaldo said.

Ben Hifman grew up planting herbs and 
vegetables in his Minnesota backyard. “It’s 
something I’ve always done,” he says. 

When he moved to Washington, 
he hoped to continue his horticultural 
hobby. But how? “There aren’t many one- 
bedroom apartments with space for this,” 
says Hifman, 28, who’s a lawyer for the 
Environmental Protection Agency. 

So he filled dozens of Dixie cups with 
dirt and seeds for parsley, carrots, cabbage 
— even artichokes. Hifman carefully lined 
them up on his windowsill, watering them 
every day and tracking their progress. He 
plans to transfer his seedlings to a spot in 
a community garden. 

Such are the trade-offs made to live 
in one of the most expensive cities in the 
country. 

In the D.C. area, getting an apartment 
is tough enough. Finding a place with a 
backyard, a washer/dryer or a dishwasher 
can seem next to impossible. Many 
apartment-hunters are willing to pony 
up for a place that lacks a refrigerator, a 
stove or an oven. Even windows have gone 
from an essential to an amenity in popular 
neighborhoods.

This lack of what some might 
call necessities is a symptom of D.C. 
apartments getting smaller, says 
Ernesto M. Santalla, a Washington- 
based architect and interior designer. 
More people are choosing to live 
alone in one-bedrooms and studios, 
Santalla says. With space in the 
area — especially downtown — at 
a premium, landlords can eke high 
rents out of small spaces. And the 
smaller a place is, the less likely it is 
to have anything like a dishwasher, 
or even an oven. 

Some D.C .-area residents don’t 
find these necessities to be, well, 
necessary. “People here are busy,” 
Santalla says. “I tell my clients to 
ask themselves, ‘How often do you 
actually eat at home?”’ 

Inventive renters learn to live 


without what’s missing, finding 
work-arounds to make up for it. 

Michelle Warren, 29, has rented 
the same charming apartment for 
two years. It’s close to the Capitol, 
with high ceilings and sunny 
bedrooms. One thing it doesn’t have 
— a dishwasher. 

Warren has gone back and 
forth to places with and without 
a dishwasher for eight years. “I’m 
kind of used to it,” she says. 

She and her roommate have an 
informal agreement — they clean 
their dishes as soon as they’re 
finished eating. It gets trickier 
when serving a group. “It’s difficult 
to cook big meals,” she says. 

If you miss your appliances, 
there are solutions. Think about 
buying small, stand-alone devices 
that serve multiple functions, 
Santalla says. Unlike big appliances, 
these don’t have to be permanently 


installed — you can store them 
wherever you’d like, and bring 
them along with you to your next 
apartment. 

GE makes a 2-foot-wide portable 
dishwasher that can wash 14 place 
settings in one load (Products. 
geappliances.com). The $750 
dishwasher has a wood-laminate 
top so it can double as extra counter 
space, and wheels for portability. 

If you want to go even smaller, 
you can find countertop dishwashers 
for $200 to $300 from brands 
including Danby, Haier and STP 
(Amazon.com or Homedepot.com). 
Most are less than 2 feet wide and

fit between the countertop and the 
cabinets. They typically weigh about 
50 pounds. 

If you don’t have an oven, a 
convection microwave could be 
a good solution. It’s sized like a 
microwave, but functions like an 
oven. These cost between $300 and 
$500 and are available at major big- 
box stores. 

Santalla also recommends 
mini-fridges with freezer drawers 
built in. Haier makes a foot-and- 
a-half-wide minifridge that’s $150 
at Home Depot (Homedepot.com), 
and most major big-box stores carry 
a variety of minifridges priced 
between $100 and $200. 

In kitchens with little or no 
counter space, buy a butcher’s block 
or a kitchen cart with a solid top, 
says Maxwell Gillingham-Ryan, 
CEO and co-founder of the interior 
design blog Apartment Therapy. If 
cabinet space is what you’re lacking 
in the kitchen, consider hanging 
pots and pans from a lattice on 
the ceiling. 

Outside of the kitchen, the 
most common thing renters want 
more of is light. When Gillingham- 
Ryan wanted to create the illusion 
that his place had more windows, 
he replaced a closet door with a 
translucent curtain and put a light 
inside the closet. “People thought 
it was a window,” he says. “Visual 
tricks can make a big difference.”

Ah, a secret garden to call your own 

— a place where you can sprawl 
out in that faded bikini from three 
seasons ago and mascara from 
last night, reading ‘‘Fifty Shades of 
Grey” and slurping a good-morning 
margarita away from the judging 
eyes at the public pool. 

Spacious yards might be an anomaly of city dwelling, but 
you don’t need an ivy- choked wooden door (or McMan- 
sion lawn) to turn an outdoor space, whether eighth-floor 
balcony or row-house porch, into a city oasis. An alfresco 
perch’s style equals the sum of its parts — not its square 
footage. D.C. garden stores stock a variety of plants that 
can thrive in pots, hanging baskets and window boxes, 
especially prime for urbanites looking more for a place 
to escape than a full-time Farmer McGregor gig. 

“Plants are wonderful for creating lushness, provid- 
ing privacy and adding beauty to a small space, but it’s 
the details — the containers that hold the flowers, the 
rug beneath your feet, the lantern on the table — that 
transform a space with plants into a true garden retreat,” 
writes Fern Richardson in her new book “Small-Space 
Container Gardens” ($20, Timber Press), inspired by 
her popular blog Life on the Balcony. 

Creating a plush refuge doesn’t require harvesting 
a money tree, just an eye for detail and a willingness to 
think outside the (big) box. In other words, step away 
from the Ohio State tailgating chairs and plastic dining 
sets; say hello to charming bistro tables and repurposed 
planters (metal colanders, wooden wine crates). Small 
touches, like cushions and candles or string lights, also 
encourage lingering after the sun goes down. “Don’t be 
afraid to bring the indoors out,” says Washington designer 
Jill Sorensen of Live Like You (Livelikeyou.com). “Don’t 
just arrange a seating area — create a room outdoors.”

Style notes: Heeding the advice 
of D.C. designer Jill Sorensen to mix 
and match furniture but keep a co- 
hesive Look by sticking to one or two 
hues, I went with a mod palette of 
Lime and black. I spray-painted stone 
planters glossy black Lacquer and 
draped screen-printed canvas cloth 
over a ready-to-be-retired side table. 

A few pops of yellow — a round button 
pillow, a metal watering can — offer 
sunny accents, and a rattan chaise (an 
Ikea-via-CraigsList find) serves as dra- 
matic focal point (and a reading spot).

alfresco? Bug bites. The author fol- 
lowed a tutorial on Design*Sponge to 
make citronella candles in mason jars 
(using soy wax and citronella essen- 
tial oil ordered on Amazon), then used 
galvanized steel wire to hang the DIY 
Lanterns from the deck railing. The 
resulting candles seem to 
discourage the ’squitos a bit. 


Garden center: From the previ- 
ous owners, my husband and I inher- 
ited four window boxes Lining the rail- 
ings along with two rusting faux-stone 
pots (dead plants included). Following 
Fern Richardson’s golden rule to “first 
consider how much direct sun the 
deck gets," we determined the edge 
of our bright, north-facing deck could 
support full sun and partial shade 
plants. As for our dead-housepLant- 
checkered past? “Beginners have the 
most success with annual herbs," 
Richardson explained to me, so we 
filled our window boxes with basil, 
mint, chives and Lavender from Old 
City Green in Shaw (902 N St. NW; 
202-412-2489) plus some edible flow- 
ers. Lime-green creeping Jenny spills 
over the edges of a planter perked up 
with a few heat-resilient moss roses, 
which bloom during the day and close 
by dusk. In the floor planters: a blue- 
berry bush (fingers crossed for July 
berries, my summer crack), a gardenia 
bush (not the best pick for beginners 
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DUPONT BALCONY 


tip Bigger planters are better at retaining 
moisture. And consider using a soil additive such 
as Soil Absorb, a silicon pellet that holds a lot of 
water, so you don’t have to water as often.

The mission: There’s not a Lot of privacy in this busy 
downtown hood, so I wanted to create a “green waLL" that 
would provide a barrier from Mr. Nosy Neighbor while at 
the same time offering major curb appeal and maximizing 
space on my snug (3-by-lO feet) east-facing balcony 

Garden center: Planters that hang over the edge of a 
balcony? CaLL them an expensive Lesson. In my experience, 
those vessels are so smaLL the plants dry out faster than a 
Kardashian marriage. So I used tail restaurant trash-cans 
as planters (order from a restaurant supply company Like 
Katom.com). The cans are plastic, so I cut holes in the 
front and cultivated plants shooting out the sides. The taLL 
cans hold more soil, which retains moisture. I mixed edible 
herbs (rosemary, basil) in with flowers and have plotted out 
plants so something is blooming all year. 

Style notes: I bought my tiny tables at Ikea, which stiLL seLLs a similar 
folding model, KaLvo ($20). Low-sLung chairs also make the space feel private. 
It’s a reaLLy tight space, but everybody Loves to go out there. 



MOUNT PLEASANT PORCH 


The porch isn’t wired 
for electricity, and candles 
and oLd rowhouses can speLL unwant- 
ed visits from the fire department. So 
a vintage chandelier ($15 on eBay) 
missing was outfitted with battery- 
powered candles and hung from 
the porch roof. VoiLa, 
illumination 
and no anarka! 


Style notes: “The porch is the for- 
gotten room," says James T. Famer, 
garden- pro/author of “Porch Living” 
($20, Gibbs Smith). “It can be a dining 
room, a Living room, an office." He said t( 
keep these many uses and the furnish- 
ings in the house in mind when deck- 
ing it out. Since vintage furniture and 
a French vibe rule inside, I painted the 
porch roof’s underside Benjamin Moore’: 
PaLLadian Blue. A vintage medical stand 
from the dumpster plus a dining table 
skinny enough to fit on the porch made 
it party-ready: an indoor-outdoor rug 
($79, Overstock.com) and Pottery Barn 
chairs ($150 each) added to the romantii 
retreat.

The mission: My townhouse has a muggy, buggy back patio and a breezy, shady front 
porch. I wanted to turn the Latter — and the steps Leading to it — into a relaxing spot for cock- 
tails, dinner parties or Laptopping alfresco. And since my front Lawn is a tiny ski slope (and 
Spider-Man doesn’t do Landscaping), I wanted to plant flowers and herbs in pots on the stairs. 


Garden center: Twin long, 
skinny cement planters original to our 
1920s pad sit at the top of the stairs. 

I decided to use them and bought 12 
aqua blue ceramic pots (for similar 
planters, try MarshaLLs or Abaca Im- 
ports, 1201 N. Royal St.; Alexandria; 
703-684-2901). For a coordinated 
Look, the blue vessels echo the color 
scheme in the house. “Keep the flow- 
ers and plants you buy to a few hues, 
too," advised horicuLturist Barbara 
Wise, author of the new “Container 
Gardening" ($15, CooL Springs Press). 
Wise also advised asking for help at 
the garden center, so when I headed 
to Johnson’s Garden Center, the guy 
I corralled not only heard about my 
northwestern exposure, but also that 
I only wanted white, green and blue 
posies and plants. The resulting grow- 
ing things — purple Lobelia, white pe- 
tunias, violet saLvia, sweet potato vine 
— plus herbs got transplanted into my 
pots, and now I glimpse what seems 
to be a shrunken Impressionist garden 
from the porch swing. 
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Abraham Lincoln may be the “Vampire Hunter," but James Madison, Dolley Madison, Thomas Jefferson and George Washington could have taken on bloodsuckers, too. 

Life, Liberty and the 
Pursuit of Vampires 

It makes sense that Abraham Lincoln, known for his youthful rail-split- 
ting abilities, would be a top pick to take on vampires, as he does in “Abraham 
Lincoln: Vampire Hunter,” out Friday. But go back a generation and you’ll find 
that some of our local Founding Fathers (and one Mother) had the goods to 

take on an army of bloodsuckers. KRISTEN PAGE-KIRBY (EXPRESS) 


THE BRAWN 

George Washington: You need a 
special abilities set to fight vam- 
pires, as even the casual “Buffy” 
vieAver knoAvs. “Washington has all 
those skills,” says Dennis Pogue, 
vice president for preservation at 
Mount Vernon, George Washing- 
ton’s home. “He’s 6 feet tall. He’s 
200 pounds. He’s a good rider, he’s 
outdoorsy, he’s got a military back- 
ground. And he’s got lots of swords 
and pointy objects he can use.” 
Washington wasn’t just a bewigged 
ball of colonial muscle: His mili- 
tary experience went beyond the 
battlefield. “One of Washington’s 


real strengths [was] his ability to 
coordinate activities,” Pogue says, 
most notably an elaborate spy net- 
work that was key to his success in 
the Revolutionary War. 

Washington’s famed leadership 
didn’t come solely from the fact that 
he looked good in uniform — should 
a vampire invasion come, he’d be 
out there, stakes in hand. “He was 
not just somebody who liked to be 
on the parade ground,” says Pogue. 
“He was into the nitty-gritty.” 

THE BRAINS 

Thomas Jefferson: “[Jefferson] 
was a pretty cerebral guy,” says 


Will Mackintosh, assistant pro- 
fessor in the Department of His- 
tory and American Studies at the 
University of Mary Washington. “I 
wouldn’t think that hand-to-hand 
combat would be his forte.” But TJ 
could have been an important fig- 
ure in an anti-vampire campaign. 
“Vampire fighting is often a col- 
lective activity,” says Mackintosh. 
“I think Jefferson would have been 
good at [joining in]. But being a 
lone hunter ... He was uncomfort- 
able with the idea of the exception- 
al leader. That smacks too much of 
King George. But I’m not making 
the case Jefferson was modest. The 


dude had an ego.” 

That ego is partly why Mack- 
intosh suggests Jefferson might be 
convinced to leave the sun behind. 
Like, permanently. “He overlaps 
a lot more closely with the vam- 
pire characters. He lives this sort 
of solitary life, he’s not known as 
an emotional character, and he’s so 
committed to that kind of enlight- 
enment rationality. And he basical- 
ly lives in splendid solitude in this 
mansion. He might like to have all 
the time in the world just to build 
a really great library.” 

THE HEART 

James Madison: First things first: 
James Madison will not be kick- 
ing any butt. “He is not a physical 
force to be reckoned with,” says 
Sean O’Brien, chief operating offi- 
cer and executive vice president at 
Montpelier, Madison’s home. Madi- 
son was somewhere between 5 feet 


2 and 5 feet 6, and weighed 100 to 
110 pounds. But little things come 
in heart-filled packages: Madison 
is the only sitting president to ride 
into battle (at the Battle of Bladens- 
burg during the War of 1812). “He 
has the bravery to battle any foe,” 
says O’Brien. 

Still, combat isn’t where Mad- 
ison’s strengths lie. “He was real- 
ly the consummate organizer. His 
behind-the-scenes work organiz- 
ing all the colonies is what allowed 
us to create the Constitution.” And 
he considered his creation para- 
mount: “As the father of the Con- 
stitution, he wanted to do every- 
thing he could to defend [it],” says 
O’Brien. “He’s the only president 
who, in a time of war, did not cur- 
tail constitutional freedoms.” So if 
you’d like to keep your freedom of 
speech when the vampires come, 
Madison is your man. 

THE GIRL 

Dolley Madison: “DoUey [Madison] 
would be the forerunner of frivolous- 
ly named women who are vampire 
slayers,” says Catherine Allgor, pro- 
fessor of history at the University of 
California at Riverside. “Truthful- 
ly, the action part wouldn’t be her 
style. She was very in tune with 
people and very empathetic, so she 
would probably turn the tools of the 
vampire against them and kill them 
with kindness.” 

She wasn’t aU sweetness, though. 
“After the invasion of Washington 
[in 1814] she waited in the White 
House until the last moment,” says 
Allgor. “In preparation for this, she 
said to her cousin, ‘Though I’m 
a Quaker, I always keep a Tuni- 
sian saber within reach.’” Upon 
her return to the smoldering city, 
“when she saw the smoking ruins, 
she said, ‘I wish we had 10,000 sol- 
diers to sink our enemies into the 
bottomless pit ... I would have stayed 
in the castle with a cannon in every 
window, but they who should have 
put them there fled.’” 

There’s one more reason you 
want Dolley on your vampire-fight- 
ing squad, says Allgor: the after- 
math. “After the battle is over and 
the vampires are vanquished — or 
not — Dolley Madison will throw 
the party.”

The Stakes 


‘Abraham Lincoln: 
Vampire Hunter' may 
have a silly premise, 
but it’s still a fun ride 


Film Review 

As much of a mixed bag as its port- 
manteau title suggests, “Abraham 
Lincoln: Vampire Hunter” is both 
terribly silly and a lot of fun. Deliv- 
ering fewer consistent frights and 
more laughs than some might wish 
from a flick about bloodsucking 
ghouls, this adaptation of Seth 
Grahame-Smith’s 2010 bestseller 
is nevertheless reasonably gripping 
summertime entertainment. That’s 
thanks in large part to filmmaker 
Timur Bekmambetov’s strong sense 
of action and visual style. 

Arcs of spurting vampire blood 
— as black and viscous as Cherry 
Coke syrup — are as carefully cho- 
reographed as the action sequences. 
One set piece features a horse stam- 
pede during which the ax-wielding 


hero (Benjamin Walker) does gym- 
nastic battle with the vampire who 
has killed Lincoln’s mother. That 
biographical detail, apparentiy, was 
left out of most history books about 
the I6th president. 

According to the book and film, 
Lincoln’s motive of vengeance 
evolves from the personal to the 
political when the shopkeeper- 
turned-lawyer-turned-statesman 
realizes that the institution of slav- 
ery was created as a way to feed 
white Southern vampires, result- 
ing in the Civil War. 

Strangely enough, it works. 
Internal logical consistency is all 
any lover of vampire films asks for. 
And the admittedly ludicrous con- 
ceit, while one giant metaphor, is, 
for the most part, airtight. Despite 
the addition of such noncanonical 
vampire attributes as invisibility, 
the film respects tradition. Vam- 
pires’ aversion to silver is a pivotal 
part of the film’s spectacular climax, 
which involves the Battle of Gettys- 
burg, as well as a clash between the

hero and the vampire leader, Adam 
(Rufus Sewell), on a train hurtling 
over a burning trestle. 

The film’s twist ending — which 
is based on multiple meanings of 
the word “railroad” — is nicely 
satisfying. 

As Lincoln, Walker falls just on 
the dull side of what one expects 
from an action hero. He seems an 
oddly wooden choice to play some- 
one who dispatches vampires with 
a silver-tipped ax wielded like a 
majorette’s baton. 

There’s only one aspect of the 
film that doesn’t really add up. As 
with most vampire stories, a bite 
from a vampire will turn the victim 
into another vampire — unless, as 
Adam explains, the person bitten is 
pure of heart. Those rare souls sim- 
ply die, which is why Lincoln’s moth- 
er did not become a vampire. 

But why, then, are there no black 
vampires? Surely there is one slave, 
somewhere, whose heart has been 
hardened by injustice and the lash 
just enough to grow fangs, michael

Pixar does away with 
damseLs in distress in 
the fairy tale 'Brave' 

Film Review 

Few movies have been as hotly 
anticipated this year as “Brave ” 
which, as the first Pixar movie to 
revolve around a female heroine, 
counts as the computer-animated 
“Hunger Games” of the toddler, tiny 
and tween sets. 

In fact Merida, the flame-tressed 
Scottish princess at the heart of this 
she-ro’s quest, bears more than a lit- 
tle resemblance to “Hunger Games” 
protagonist Katniss, right down to 


the bow and arrow she wields. 

Declaring early in “Brave” that 
she will be nobody’s queen but her 
own, Merida (voiced by Glasgow 
native Kelly Macdonald) is com- 
pletely on trend within a spate 


of revisionist fairy tales in which 
princesses are expected to cast off 
prim passivity and access the hid- 
den warrior queen within. Her par- 
ents may be grooming her for immi- 
nent betrothal, but Merida sees her

wedding as nothing more than “the 
day I become my mother,” an idea 
she derides by veritably spitting out 
that last word. 

After dispatching her suitors 
at an archery competition, Merida 


embarks on an adventure that pivots 
not around the search for true love 
but the fractured relationship with 
her mom (voiced by Emma Thomp- 
son) — an anti-Freudian twist that 
gives “Brave” a novel psychologi- 
cal frisson. 

As refreshing as it is to see fam- 
ily dynamics, rather than romance, 
define the fulcrum of the story, 
the tale that unfolds isn’t the most 
sophisticated. The conflicts, magic 
spells, chase sequences and reconcil- 
iations feel strangely by-the-book for 
a studio so well known for throw- 
ing the book out entirely. 

But “Brave” is attractive enough 
to be a worthy summer diversion — 
an accomplishment Merida herself 
would dismiss as hopelessly shal- 
low, but that makes for a pleasant 
viewing experience nonetheless.

It may have been the case when 
boy characters were the only ones 
being written with any depth. But in 
animation, there’s a clear evolution of 
female characters getting stronger 
and more developed: 

The strides made from Snow 
White to Ariel to Jessie to EVE have 
clearly outpaced any progress in 
live-action cinema. Kids today are 
used to women being fully realized 
characters, and I’m hopeful Merida 
continues the trend.
